To  the  Chairman  and  Gentlemen  of  the  Sanitary  Committee. 

Sir  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  again  the  honour  to  present  to  your 
notice  my  Annual  Report  on  the  health  and  sanitary  condition  of 
this  Township.  This  Report  covers  a period  from  January  1st, 
1893,  to  December  31st,  1893,  both  inclusive. 

The  calculations  are  based  upon  a population  of  17,700. 

The  population  of  the  district  was,  according  to  census  : —

So  that  there  was  an  average  of  4*6  persons  per  house. 

Dukinfield,  since  the  formation  of  County  Councils,  has  been 
divided  into  two  districts — East  and  West ; and  in  order  to  be  able 
to  classify  the  tabular  statements  according  to  localities,  I have 
adopted  this  division  as  the  most  convenient  one. 
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The  calculations  o for  these  districts  are  based  upon  a popu- 


lation of — 

East  Dukinfield 9,370 

West  Dukinfield 8,330 


The  Urban  Sanitary  District  contains  an  area  of  1,263  acres, 
and  shows  a mean  density  of  13 ‘8  per  acre.  It  is  situated  on  the 
left  bank  of  the  Diver  Tame,  a tributary  of  the  Mersey,  and  from 
the  river  to  the  higher  parts  of  the  township  there  is  a considerable 
increase  in  elevation,  most  of  the  houses  being  built  on  the  slope  of 
a hill. 

The  subsoil  consists  chiefly  of  clay. 

The  Diver  Tame  is  at  present  nothing  more  nor  less  than  an 
open  sewer,  into  which  flows— in  addition  to  the  sewage  of  the 
district — the  liquid  refuse  from  the  different  industries  which  are 
carried  on  on  both  sides  of  the  river.  The  chief  industry  is 
cotton  ; but,  in  addition,  we  have  iron,  hatting,  and  dye  works,  and 
the  manufacture  of  dry  soap,  the  three  last  having  a very  deleterious 
effect  upon  the  water  of  the  river. 

There  is  also  a large  and  important  industry — that  of  coal 
mining— carried  on  in  the  district,  giving  employment  to  about 
1,000  men  and  boys. 

None  of  these  trades  are  in  themselves  particularly  injurious  to 
the  health  of  those  employed. 

There  have  been  several  complaints  as  regards  the  smoke 
nuisance,  but  no  legal  proceedings  have  been  taken  beyond  serving 
notices  of  abatement.  I think  it  would  be  advisable,  gentlemen, 
to  adopt  some  practical  means  of  regulating  the  quantity  of 
dense  smoke  per  hour  to  be  permitted  to  escape  from  the  mill 
chimneys  in  your  district. 

We  are  joint  owners,  with  the  Corporations  of  Ashton-under- 
Lyne  and  Staly bridge,  of  the  District  Waterworks.  The  water  is 
gathered  horn  the  springs  and  streams  in  the  Swineshaw  Valley, 
and  is  pure  in  quality  and  abundant  in  quantity.  The  average 
daily  supply  during  the  year  being  340,000  gallons,  or  about  20 
gallons  per  head. 

There  are  three  systems  of  Closets,  (1)  the  Old  Ashpits,  (2)  the 
Pails,  and  (3)  the  Flush  Closets  ; and,  although  there  are  still  many 
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Wet  and  Open  Ashpits,  I am  pleased  to  report  that  in  anticipation  of 
a general  water  carriage  system,  all  new  property  must  have  closets 
made,  if  possible,  according  to  the  ‘’flush  system.”  The  excreta 
from  the  pails  is  taken  to  the  farmers  generally,  and  to  our  sewage 
farm  in  particular.  The  nightsoil  from  the  the  ashpits  is  tipped  on 
the  sewage  farm  between  11  p.m.  and  6 a.m.  At  present  the  closets 
are  flushed  into  the  sewers,  and  then  into  the  river. 

In  the  very  near  future,  all  the  sewage  will  be  treated  at  the 
Bradley  Hurst  Farm,  in  all  probability  on  some  precipitation  and 
Alteration  principle. 

Bradley  Hurst  Farm,  consisting  of  upwards  of  60  acres  of  land, 
which  was  purchased  some  years  ago,  is  in  a most  favourable  position 
as  an  outlet  for  the  sewage  of  the  district. 

Negotiations  are  still  going  on  as  regards  a complete  Sewage 
Scheme  for  this  district. 

Early  in  the  year  your  Kepresentatives  approached  a Parlia- 
mentary Committee  on  the  matter,  and  more  recently  a Local 
Government  Enquiry  has  been  held  in  the  neighbourhood  wich  the 
desirable  object  of  clearing  the  way  for  an  early  commencement  of 
the  works. 

I feel  convinced  that  your  Committee  would  be  acting  wisely, 
from  a hygienic  point  of  view,  if  they,  at  the  same  time,  took  into 
consideration  the  building  of  a “ destructor.” 

The  district  has  been  regularly  and  systematically  scavenged. 
The  street-sweepings  are  conveyed  to  some  waste  land  off  Furnace 
Street,  and  all  refuse  from  shops,  Ac,,  are  removed  to  the  tip,  at 
the  farm. 

The  sewerage  of  the  district,  so  far  as  the  sewers  themselves  are 
concerned,  is  very  efficiently  and  extensively  carried  on,  every- 
thing being  constructed  according  to  a sewage  plan  of  the  late  Mr. 
Vawser,  having  Bradley  Hurst  as  the  outlet.  The  sewers  are 
ventilated  at  the  manholes. 

House  drainage  is  also  carefully  attended  to,  and  during  the 
year  the  Inspector  has  made  a careful  examination  to  see  that  all 
slopstone-pipes  were  cut  off,  and  drains  trapped. 

We  are  joint  owners  with  the  Ashton-under-Lyne  Corporation 
of  a large  Cemetery — situated  in  Dukinfleld — which  is  sufficient,  not 
only  for  present  needs,  but  for  a considerable  time  to  come. 
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The  Notification  of  lufectious  Diseases  Act  was  adopted  in  the 
month  of  November,  1892. 

Only  those  diseases  included  in  the  Act  are  notified.  At  the  time 
when  there  was  a danger  of  a cholera  epidemic  in  this  country,  all 
severe  cases  of  Diarrhoea  were  req[uestecl  of  the  medical  men  to  be 
notified.  However,  only  one  case  was  notified.  A suggestion 
also  has  been  given  us  from  the  Cheshire  County  Council  that  we 
include  Phthisis  in  the  cases  to  be  notified.  On  this  subject  I will 
say  more  presently. 

During  the  year  126  cases  of  Infections  Diseases  have  been 
notified,  viz.  : — 56  in  the  first  quarter;  31  in  the  second  quarter: 
31  also  in  the  third  quarter  ; and  8 only  in  the  fourth  quarter.

Fever  and  Diphtheria,  accounted  for  the  majority  of  the  notifications. 

There  were  four  deaths  from  Scarlet  Fever,  or  5*7  per  cent  of 
cases. 

There  were  five  deaths  from  Diphtheria  and  Croup,  or  21-7  per 
cent. 
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There  was  one  death  from  Typhoid,  or  four  per  cent. 

In  every  case  the  houses  and  clothing  have  been  disinfected,  but 
I regret  to  say  in  very  few  cases  was  isolation  at  home  possible. 
Witliout  isolation  this  Act  is  of  comparatively  little  use.  I hope  that 
your  Committee  will,  as  soon  as  convenient,  take  into  consideration 
the  buildiug  of  an  Infectious  Hospital  for  these  cases.  The  Hyde 
Hospital  is  certainly  too  far  away.  It  would  perhaps  be  an  advantage 
if  you  could  join  with  Stalybridge  in  building  a joint  Hospital  for 
the  two  districts. 

You  are  at  present  in  possession  of  two  beds,  per  agreement,  at 
the  Hyde  Hospital,  for  which  you  pay  per  annum.  In  addition 
there  is  a charge  of  one  shilling  and  threepence  per  day  for  food,  and 
two  guineas  for  the  medical  attendant  at  the  Hospital.  Only  cases 
of  Smallpox  are  sent  t ) this  Hospital.  This  year  two  patients  were 
sent  to  the  Hospital. 

We  are  not  yet  provided  with  any  disinfecting  apparatus.  This 
is  an  important  matter,  and  should  not  be  neglected.  After  intima- 
tion from  the  medical  attendant,  in  cases  of  Infectious  diseases,  our 
Nuisance  Inspector  fumigates  the  house  thoroughly  with  the  fumes 
from  burning  sulphur.  Disinfecting  Powder  is  also  provided  free  of 
charge  by  the  Sanitary  Authorities. 

I regret  to  say  that  your  Bye-Laws,  gentlemen,  are  not  up  to 
date.  They  were  adopted  in  1857,  or  18  years  before  the  passing  of 
the  Public  Health  Act  of  1875.  I strongly  recommend  you,  without 
delay,  to  draw  up  a list  of  Model  Bye-Laws — up  to  date. 

We  have  no  boat-building  in  the  township,  and  we  are  not  a 
Eegistration  Authority,  but  we  have  about  one  mile  of  the  Peak 
Forest  Canal  passing  through  our  district.  The  Inspector  has  made 
12  special  visits  to  the  canal  during  1893,  and  boarded  11  boats.  He 
has  also  issued  three  notices  for  breach  of  Regulations  under  the 
Canal  Boats  Act. 

We  have  no  common  lodging-houses  or  “ tenement  ” lodging- 
houses. 

There  are  15  slaughterhouses,  nine  of  which  are  being  used  at 
present.  They  are  regularly  inspected,  and  are  found  to  be  kept 
clean — but  a h umber  of  them  are  cramped  for  air  and  light,  and  are 
in  objectionable  places.  I trust  that  the  necessity  for  an  abbatoir 
will  be  considered  by  the  Committee. 

We  have  several  bakehouses,  which  are  also  regularly  inspected, 
and  reported  upon.  They  are  all  kept  in  good  sanitary  condition. 
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There  are  15  dairies,  cowsheds,  and  milk  shops,  which  are  also 
periodically  inspected.  I find  the  lighting,  ventilation,  cleansing, 
draining,  and  water  supply  good,  with  one  or  two  exceptions  ; and  the 
premises,  fixtures,  utensils,  and  milk  vessels  are  kept  scrupulously 
clean. 

There  are  no  offensive  trades  carried  on  in  the  Township. 

Samples  of  Food  and  Milk  have  been  submitted  to  the  analyst, 
by  an  Inspector  appointed  by  the  Cheshire  County  Couucil,  and  in 
several  cases  proceedings  have  been  taken. 

Out  of  the  total  of  4,299  houses,  comparatively  few  are  back  to 
backhouses,  and  about  three  are  cellar  dwellings. 

The  following  statistics,  as  regards  vaccination,  have  been 
supplied  me  by  the  Vaccination  Officer,  Mr.  Brierley  : — 
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INFLUENZA. 

Influenza  now  appears  to  be  a regular  yearly  visitor  with  us, 
and  we  must  expect  and  prepare  for  its  periodical  visitations.  The 
first  cases  noticed  during  1893  were  in  the  month  of  June,  and  four 
deaths  were  reported  directly  due  to  Influenza,  one  each  in  the 
months  of  June,  July,  September,  and  December,  besides  others 
caused  by  the  after-effects — chiefly  chest  affections.  It  is  almost 
impossible  to  check  the  progress  of  a disease  like  this,  which  was, 
in  a sense,  universal.  As  I said  in  my  last  Eeport,  isolation  is  both 
impossible  and  impracticable.  It  is  undoubtedly  a highly  infectious 
fever,  and  the  people  themselves  must  use  every  safeguard  and 
precaution  to  avoid  any.  unnecessary  risk  of,  or  exposure  to 
infection. 


SMALLPOX. 

Only  two  cases  of  Smallpox  were  reported  during  the  year, 
both  cases  occurring  during  the  month  of  February  They  were 
removed  to  the  Hyde  Fever  Hospital.  Every  precaution  was  taken, 
and  no  other  case  has  been  reported  since. 

MEASLES. 

Measles  has  caused  eight  deaths  compared  with  14  in  1891, 
amd  three  in  1892.  Although  measles  is  not  one  of  the  diseases 
to  be  notified,  there  is  no  doubt  that  it  is  a preventable  disease, 
and  parents  should  endeavour,  as  far  as  possible,  to  isolate  their 
children  when  suffering  from  this  disease. 


SCARLATINA. 

Seventy  cases  of  Scarlet  Fever  were  notified,  and  four  were 
fatal,  compared  with  five  in  1891,  and  two  in  1892. 


WHOOPING  COUGH. 

Whooping  Cough  caused  three  deaths,  compared  with  13  in 
1891,  and  20  in  1892.  This  is  much  below  tbe  average  of 
previous  years, 
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TYPHOID  FEVER. 

Although  25  cases  of  Typhoid  Fever  were  notified,  it  is 
satisfactory  to  know  that  there  was  only  one  death  from  this 
disease  during  the  year,  compared  with  five  for  1891,  and  four 
for  1892. 


DIARRHCEA. 

Diarrhoea  caused  37  deaths,  and  was,  in  the  summer  months, 
of  a very  malignant  type,  compared  with  two  in  1891,  and  12  in 
1892.  Four  deaths  occurred  in  the  second  quarter,  30  in  the  third, 
and  three  in  the  last  quarter  of  the  year.  It  is  worth  considering 
whether  Diarrhoea  should  not  be  added  to  the  list  of  diseases 
to  be  notified. 


DIPHTHERIA. 

Twenty-one  cases  of  Diphtheria  were  reported  and  two  cases  of 
Membranous  Croup.  Of  these,  four  deaths  were  due  to  Diphtheria 
and  one  to  Croup.  There  were  three  deaths  from  this  cause  in  1891 
and  ten  in  1892.  Since  May  only  one  case  of  Diphtheria  has  been 
notified. 

It  is  a very  difficnlt  matter  to  explain  why,  in  spite  of  improved 
sanitary  precautions,  the  death  rate  from  Diphtheria  has  increased, 
whilst  that  from  the  other  Zymotic  diseases  has  decreased  appreciably. 
Many  reasons  have  been  given,  but  none  seem  very  satisfactory.  I 
believe,  however,  that  parents  and  school-masters  should  absolutely 
prohibit  children  attending  school  when  suffering  from  even  a 
seemingly  simple  sore  throat. 

PHTHISIS. 

Phthisis  was  responsible  for  32  deaths,  compared  with  29  in  the 
previous  year.  Although  the  employment  of  workpeople  in  the 
cotton  mills  (more  particularly  the  cardroom),  in  coal  pits,  and  in 
spindle  works  is  rather  favourable  to  the  development  of  Phthisis 
and  other  chest  diseases,  there  is  no  doubt  that  the  number  of  deaths 
from  this  disease  in  our  neighbourhood  should  be  much  less. 

It  is  a very  open  question  whether  Phthisis  is  hereditary  or  not. 
There  is  no  doubt  that  the  tendency  may  be  inherited  in  the  form  of 
constitutional  weakness,  or  of  a narrow  contracted  chest,  “ The 
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spores  which  cause  this  disease  are  found  in  the  air-borne  dust,  espe- 
cially in  rooms  inhabited  by  Phthisical  patients.  According  to 
Bollinger,  the  daily  sputa  of  a single  patient  may  contain  20  millions 
of  these  germs,  and  drying  for  months  will  not  destroy  their  viru- 
lence. The  prevalence  of  the  pulmonary  form  of  Phthisis,  and  its 
close  relation  to  air  conditions,  are  not  without  significance,  as 
pointing  to  air-borne  infection.”  The  germs  are  formed  not  only  in 
the  air  and  dust,  but  also  in  the  walls  of  rooms  occupied  by  Phthisical 
persons.  Every  precaution  should  be  taken  to  isolate  as  much  as 
possible  those  suffering  from  Phthisis,  and  to  have  the  rooms  well 
disinfected. 


BIRTHS. 

The  births  during  the  year  numbered  525,  including  264  males 
and  261  females.  The  birth-rate  was  the  highest  in  the  4th  quarter, 
31 ’4,  and  lowest  in  the  1st,  27‘5.  The  rate  for  the  year  was  29-6, 
The  number  of  births  over  deaths  shows  a natural  increase  of  141 
persons.

The  total  deaths  registered  during  the  j'ear  at  all  ages  and  from 
all  causes  amounted  to  384 — Males,  195;  females,  169.  The  death 
rate,  2T6,  shows  a decrease  of  3T  compared  with  previous  year. 

One  hundred  and  ninety-one  children  died  under  5 years  of  age, 
or  nearly  50  per  cent  of  total  deaths. 

The  death  rate  of  children  under  5 was  10’8  per  thousand. 

One  hundred  and  twenty-one  children  died  under  1 year,  or  a 
death  rate  of  6 per  thousand. 

This  is  a rate  compared  with  number  of  births  of  234  per 
thousand.
